The rudderless confusion in the Wis- 


consin Democratic Party at this compara- 
tively late stage in an election year is 
evident at every hand. The party and the 
Wisconsin committee backing Sen. McCar- 
thy for the presidential nomination have 
been at sword's points for months. Chair- 
man Richard Cudahy recently lamented the 
"mean-spirited" attitude of some of his 
nominal allies in the party who are 
ostensibly preparing for the challenge of 
the Republican foe in the fall. 


David Carley, who as everyone knows 


wanted dearly to run for governor again 
this year, has patched up an alliance with 
Bronson LaFollette, candidate for governor 
and McCarthy supporter, evidently in the 
hope of salvaging his seat on the Demo- 
cratic national committee and the publicity 
exposure it may bring while he waits for a 
more seasonable time to ask Wisconsin 
voters for high office. Patrick J. Lucey, the 
1966 nominee of the party who lost to Gov. 
Knowles, has been absent for weeks on 
behalf of the Robert Kennedy campaign in 
other states, but lately sent back word that 
the Wisconsin party is "Kennedy oriented" 
in spite of the fact that Bobby got a 
spectacularly low write-in vote in the 
Wisconsin April primary. 


But perhaps more tantalizing, as a sign 


of the uncertainties in the upper ranks of 
the Wisconsin Democracy, is the declara- 
tion of John Gronouski, only a few years 


ago one of the top men in the party 
organization here, that he is leaving the 
American embassy command in Warsaw to 
take to the stump on behalf of Vice 
President Hubert Humphrey. 


Here is perhaps the most eloquent 


refutation 
of Mr. Lucey's claim 
that 


Wisconsin Democrats are at base 
pro- 


Kennedy. For if there is anybody in this 
state who owes much to both Lucey and 
the Kennedys, it is the Wisconsin-born and 
reared man who rose from a minor place in 
the statehouse bureaucracy at Madison less 
than a decade ago to one of the most 
sensitive foreign assignments of the U.S. 
government, not to mention his cabinet 
rank by appointment of the late President 
John F. Kennedy. 


Mr. Gronouski came to Wisconsin public 


life originally through the patronage of 
Gov. Gaylord Nelson, who was then having 
extremely cool relations with Patrick 
Lucey, the party chairman who managed 
the 1960 Kennedy campaign in the Wiscon- 
sin primary. Gronouski joined the Lucey 
faction of the party, however, and was 
richly rewarded when the late President 
Kennedy brought him to Washington as 
postmaster general. Now Mr. Lucey is one 
of the key men in the Robert Kennedy 
camp, and will undoubtedly be one of the 
floor managers in the bitter fight with Mr. 
Humphrey, with Mr. Gronouski at the vice 
president's side, in the hot week in Chicago 
late in August. 


A Critical Meeting in March 


Gradually information about a March 


meeting between President Johnson and a 
wide variety of advisors on Vietnam is 
coming to light. It is apparent that the 
President received hard information and 
distasteful facts about the conduct of the 
war, the Tet offensive and the corruption 
in the Saigon government. And certainly 
the 
meeting was instrumental in the 


President's decision not to seek another 
term in the White House and make a 
dramatic move to find a way to peace. 


General Matthew Ridgway was one of 


the men attending the series of White 
House meetings and his presence alone was 
a clue to the new look the President was 
taking at Vietnam. General Ridgway had 
recently published a book about the Korean 
war but also including some opinions about 
the American role in Asia and its limita- 
tions. His presence was an encouragement 
to those who were concerned that President 
Johnson was receiving only one view of the 
war from the hawks and the optimists. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk, in an 


outburst at newsmen about the same time, 
complained that they never wrote anything 
good or encouraging about the American 
role. But now it appears that it has been 
the reporting of the war, the corruption, 
the frustrations, the miscalculations, the 
desperate problems of refugees and peas- 
ants, the cynicism and the slaughter that 


was right all along. The American people 
who read the news reports or watched the 
televised coverage seemed to be in a more 
advantageous position to judge the war 
accurately than was President Johnson be- 
cause of his reliance upon the opinions of 
those who had to back the war and its aims. 


The March meeting then was extraor- 


dinary, and President Johnson showed 
himself either more concerned with finding 
a way to peace than he had shown 
previously despite his words to that effect 
or less concerned about his image in 
history. Ironically his listening to other 
opinions and consequent actions in remov- 
ing himself from the political field and 
making an offer that Hanoi at least in part 
accepted will go much further when history 
ultimately judges him than his aloofness. 


It is difficult for almost everyone to 


concede a mistake. It is especially so for a 
man of great pride like President Johnson 
and for a nation of great power and 
prestige like the United States. But that is 
really what has happened. That fact must 
be kept in mind during the frustrating 
Paris negotiations, the current increases in 
battle casualties, and the compromises that 
must be made for peace. 


Perhaps we have not really lost a war. 


But we must hope that the Hanoi delegates 
do not miscalculate too and by reaching for 
too high terms force the United States into 
resuming the search for a military victory. 


Tfre Death of Helen Keller 


Perhaps no one in recent years has 


inspired others to work at overcoming 
handicaps as did Helen Keller who died last 
week at the age of 87. 


Miss Keller was made blind and deaf as 


an infant from a high fever. Her early 
years were spent in increasing rage and 
frustration at the silent invisible world 
around her and the completely unintel- 
ligible beings who peopled it. It was the 
vast patience and understanding of a 
teacher from the Perkins Institute for the 
Blind in Boston, Anne Sullivan, combined 
with the child's determination to learn and 
understand, that finally brought the reali- 


zation of language and thus the ability to 
communicate with others. Once she had 
reached that point, Miss Keller was able to 
go ahead rapidly in Braille and a limited 
sign language to a cum laude degree from 
Radcliffe, a considerable amount of bio- 
graphical and inspirational writing and 
active participation in charitable work. 


Such dedication and determination un- 


fortunately does not happen to everyone. 
But perhaps it did not just happen to Miss 
Keller either. She used the abilities and 
attributes she had. to overcome the lack of 
abilities most of us take for granted but 
would be desperate without. Her life was a 
lesson to all of us.

major Wisconsin rivers serving 
paper companies Blabaum said 
about 120 miles of the streams 
are "severely polluted" because 
the dissolved oxygen in the 
rivers is depleted.
